~ Chickens Protected | 


Are Invaluable As Hopper Destroyers 
And Other Insect Pests. 

A campaign for a law. to prohibit 
all killing of prairie chickens in Sas-}- 
katchewan for five years has been 
launched by the farmers of the prov- 
ince. They. declare the birds are 
worth. their weight in-gold as: des- 
troyers of Grarehaypers and other in- 
sect pests. 

The value of the chickens in this 
respect was oddly demonstrated. re- 
cently. A farmer driving’a horse and 
buggy through ‘the country ran over 
and killed. a chicken. This was an 
extradrdinary accident, and he got 
out to investigate. 

He found the bird’s crop full. al- 
most to bursting with grasshoppers. 
It had eaten.so many it could not 
fly and could hardly walk. Its vora- 
cious appetite for hoppers was the in- 
direct catise of its death. 

The present law that protects 
prairie chickens. provides for an open 
season of two weeks. During this; 
brief period, guns of sportsmen are 
cracking all over the prairies every 
day and the destruction is enormous.
